M.M.B.W. TO SPEND $4m. 
IN ALTONA IN 1966-67 


It appears that at long last sections of the older 
part of Altona Shire—south of the Geelong railway 
line—could actually be connected to an operating sewer- 
age system in 1968. 


Work on the laying of sewerage pipes 
in this part of Altona, Altona West and 
Seaholme will commence. in approxi- 
mately 12 months time reports Cr. J. J. 
Ginifer, Altona’s Commissioner of the 
Melbourne and Metropolitan Board of 


Works. 


-The pipes will then be ready for use as soon as 
the purification works are in operation in approxi- 
mately two years time. Tenders for this plant, esti- 
mated to cost $500,000, are being called this month. 


Test borings and investiga- 
tions have now revealed that 
this area of the Shire can be 
sewered by gravitation, 

It has been found possible 
to locate most of the.collector 
mains in rock and the prob- 
lem of water seepage during 
the installation period wil! be 
minimised, 


After initial investigations 
it had been anticipated that 
six homes would have to be 
acquired in order that six 
pumping stations could be 
established. However, this ac- 
tion will not be necessary. 


The collector sewers will be 
laid in rock and the only 
pump required will be near 
the purification works where 
the sewerage will need to be 
pumped from the main which 
will be more than 60 feet be- 
low the ground surface up in- 
to the plant. 

Reports were circulating a 
few years ago that parts of 
Seaholme and the Esplanade 
could not be sewered, 

Cr, Ginifer says that with 
the gravitational system every 
property in this area can be 
sewered, 


Tenders for construction of 
one of the sewer mains lead- 
ing from the purification 
works and going around the 
swamp at Altona West to the 
Western end of Civic Parade 
will be called in. ‘March of 
next year, Estimated cost of 
this main, which will be more 
than 60 feet below the sur- 
face, is $640,000, 

Later this year tenders will 
be called for a $300,000 drain 
to lead from the swamp 
through the Explosives Re- 
serve to the sea, 

Total estimated cost to the 
Board of Works for the purifi- 
cation works, the sewer main 
and the drain is $1,490,000. 

Cr, Ginffer considers old 
established residents may still 
be cynical when informed 
sewerage is nearly here, but 
he assures them the money 
has been appropriated for the 
work and it will commence 
and the sewer will be here. 


The Board is also planning 
the expenditure of another 
$2,136,500 on sewerage works 
in the Shire during the 1566. 
67 year, 


This will all be spent on 
extending the sewerage sys- 
tem in Altona North, 

When these works are com- 
pleted most of Altona North 
will be sewered, 

Work has already com- 
menced on the Kyle Road 
branch sewer and other ten- 
ders are to be called in Octo- 
ber and November and in the 
early part of next year,

Over the last three years 
$1,000,000 has been spent by 
the Board in the Altona Shire 

In the next 12 months 
$4,000,000 could be spent. 


Cr, Ginifer does not believe 
Altona is fortunate to be hav. 
ing this large expenditure, 
but rather unfortunate in hav- 
ing to wait so long for civilised 
amenities, 


However, commencement 
on all the works within the 
next 12 months will depend 
on the amount of loan funds 
available to the Board of 
Works for 1966-67, which in. 
formation is not yet avail. 
able,

This necessarily involves 
concern both that people be 
aware of God through his 
Self-disclosure in Christ,. and 
that they respond in every as- 
pect of their existence, and the 
function and purpose of the 
church is to relate this con- 
cern, 


This is done through pro- 
cesses of Christian Education 
which are aimed at helping 
the learner to understand 
what it means to share person- 
ally in the church’s confession 
that ‘Jesus Christ is Lord” 
and what it means to fulfil 
the various responsibilities 
implied in that confession 
during one’s life. _ 

The proper perspective for 
Christian - Education is 
achieved when we grasp the 
fact that it is a process of 
“faith in search of under- 
standing.” Once this is seen, 
the learner can be helped to 
attain eorreet Knowledge and 
understanding of this Gospel 
and apply it to his/her mode 
of living. 


Of course, we must admit 
that many who accept these 
principles mix them with 
other principles of a lower or 
sub-Christian level such as 
“do-gooders, improving social 
order, humanist efforts, which 
are ends in themselves and do 
not necessarily come within 
this present definition. a 
certainly don’t help us to un-! 
derstand the demands of the 
Gospel in elation to our con- 
temporary living. 
| Now, although many in the 
church mix its functions as 
outlined, thus obscuring its 
purpose, we must not forget! 
that education of the kind 
mentioned here, just can’t 
operate ata level higher than 
the life of the church. So that‘ 
if this process of Christian 
Education is going to intro- 
duce all people to this sort of 
“God-centred,” or more cor- 
rectly, ‘Christ-centred” liv- 
ing, then the church must be 
the kind of community it pro. 
fesses to be. 

To do this properly, the 

church, which is supposed to 
be expressing Christianity, 
must take the world seriously, 
jie, the present “life situa- 
tion,’ 
,. Jesus Christ prayed to God 
that his disciples might be in 
the world but not of the 
world. 


Let’s understand this: ‘’Two 
views of the world exist side 
by side in the New Testament, 
and both would seem to be 
necessary to the church that 
would be IN but not OF the 
world—one view sees the 
world as that which God loves 
and seeks to redeem, and the 
other sees the world as that 
complex of life which or- 
ganises itself without refer- 
ence to God, and very often 
in defiance of him, 

Surely this would suggest 
to us that if we are to under- 
stand the function and pur- 
pose of. the church properly, 
then the church—in its pre- 
sentation of Christianity —- 
ought neither to allow itself 
“ |to become captive to the values 
; [and ideologies of a particular 
culture, nor to condemn in 
advance the activities and 
movements in the world (in 
which, for all we know, God 
may be working!). 

So if you are going to get 
anything out of this discus- 
sion in furthering your un- 
derstanding of our subject, 
one thing must be said: The 
world must be taken seriously. 

In the light of all the fore- 
going then, consider -this 
quote: 

"The obiective for Chris- 
tian Education is that al! per- 
sons be aware of God through 
his self-disclosure, especially 
‘| his redeeming love as revealed 
in Jesus Christ, and that they 
respond in faith and love—to 
the end that they know who 
they are and what their 
human situation means, grow 
as sons (or daughters) of God 
established in the Christian 
community, live in the spirit

FALSE ALARMS 
CAUSE PROBLEMS 


The switch for the alarm 
signal at the end of the Al- 
tona Pier is to be changed, 

This signal has been the 
eause of many false alarms 
and the Altona Life Saving 
Club reports that a situation 
has developed whereby life 
savers take very little notice 
of the alarm, 

In drawing the attention of
